When the reports were published a couple 
of mouths azo that the Mo..golian tribes had 
doclured their independence’of Chinn, and 
had asked to bo taken under the sheltoring 
wing of Russia, who manifested the greatest 
eagerness to oblige, a great ontery was 
raised in. tho Presa of Japan, . but the 
persistent silence of ‘the Government 
on the subject led to a belicf that 
the reports were untrustworthy and 
discredited in responsible quarters, Had 
not Ruasia pledged herself to do 
nothing in impairment of the sovareignty of 
Obina? And was it likely that. the Japanese 
Government would silently Jook on while 
Russia again in the history of her Asiatic 
relations ignored her Treaty engagemonte ? 
It seemed unlikely, at least to thoso’ with 
short momories, Mr. Avexanpur Kraus 
in his “China in Decay" wrote: “Tho, 
methods of Russian diplomatista are con- 
stant-ond-unscrupulous,but-most decidedly- 
they lack varivty, “Indeed, one Russian 
score ig very like anothor; the customary 
programme commences with the exchauge 
of pledges, which there is not the slightest 
intention of observing, and concluding with 
a noft spoken denial of such pledges over 
having been accorded, after the desired coup 
has been successfully accomplished,’ We 
cannot forget. how, despite her objection to 
the. integrity of China being threatened by 
the cession of the Liaotung Peninsula to 
Japan in 1895, Bussia, notwithstanding a 
protest by Greut Britain, occupied that 
territory, aud, having more than once given 
pledges as to keoping both Port Arthur and 


she soon closed theni to all but her own 
yessels, and so brought about @ war with 
Japan which resulted ina humiliation such 
as Russian arms had uever bofore suffered. 
‘It. is strange, “'tis passing atrange,” that 
we should uow behold ‘the spectacle of 
Jopan assisting Hussian aggression — in 
‘Mongolia jn defiance of the Treaty engage- 
ments of both to. uphold and defend the 
maintenance of the integrity cf China. So 


formation is forthcoming, the world must 
hesitate to aceept the Times correspondent's 
statement. ‘The'so-called ‘independence " 
of Mongolia is farcical.’ It appeara to hare, 
been ‘engineered by one Sux Men Kuan, 
who, to escapa punishment for an offence 
he had committed, escaped ‘some time ago 
to Urga., Being able to speak - Russian 
fluently, he became an intermediary be- 
tweon Russia ‘and the administrative | 
authority in. Mongolia,, and when 
the Revolution in China broke ont 
this Rusgian pref(ge beecamo  “ Prime 
Minister of Mongolia.” - “Another interest- 
ing personage in this tragi-comedy,” says 9 
Chinese writer, ‘is the ‘Minister of War,’ 
who ia no other than tha most notorious 
Tao Ze-Tao, 2 Mongolian bandit chief, and 
tha. great ‘terror of Eastern Mongolia and 
Manehuria, His chief qualification for. the 
post, besides bemg a powerful bandit leader, 
is that when lying on horseback he can 
shoot backwards with both hands, He 
recently ra‘ded Khailar, in Wilunkiany, and 
has been reported to be moving towards 
Tsitsthar (which, by the way,- may 
‘compel’ Russia to send. reinforcements 
‘to Northern Manchuria in order ‘to protect 
herself againat. the Hunhutsze'). It is 
under this 'Miuister of War’ that Russian 
arms and ammunition are brought into Outer 
Mongolia, and Russian military officers are to 
be engaged to drill the Mongoliaw soldiers.” 
Not only, however, do the large body of 
Prigecs aud high lamas of both Outer and 
Inner Mongolia refuse to recognise the 


“ declaration of independence,” but they are |’ 
actively co-operating with’ the Government |- 


at Peking to consolidate the “ Republic of 
Five Families,” represented by the five stripes 
of the Republicanflag.

SHATTERING A DELUSION. 


- Jn view of the amount of ehild Jabour 
in Japan, itis curious, remarks the Japan 
Chronicle, that tho enthusiastic tourist 
should have declared this country to be 
the Paradise of Children. Mr. William 
Archer, we note, has something to say 
on’ the mibject of children in the sketches 
of his recent trip appearing in one of the 
London papers. © remarks :— 
" Someone, I believe, has named Japan 
Paradise of Children. It has also 
been said, and repeated, that Japanese 
children never cry. Tho latter statement 
is flagrantly false: I have heard many 
a lusty yell in that ‘open-air nursery, the 
Japanese strect, But it is probably true 
that the proportion of crying children is 
amaller in Japan than in Europe: con- 
sidering how they swarm, it is remark- 
able how little they squall. And for this 
there are probably two reasons. In the 
first place, tha grown-ups are, as a whole, 
kind .to | the youngsters; the boys 
especially, L understand, are treated with 
great indulgence. - In the second place, 
the nerves of the race, as a whole, are 
ertaintytess-highly_strung. } 
Western peoples. The Japanese child | 
makes no great fuss about living, just as 
the Japaneso man makes no great fuss 
about dying. But whether childhood is 
really happicr in Japan than elsewhere 
is perhaps to be doubted, It seems to be 
more equable—to have. fewer moments of 
despair, and gloom, and rebellion against 
real ot fancicd injustice.

METAGE IN FOODS. 
A pure food investigation by Dr, Carlo 
Formenti, of Milan, hins dealt with 
poisonous metals in food supplies. Most 
metal salts are Possorons, and are Jiable 
to occur in acic 


foods and drinks from 
chemical action on containing yessels, 
Lemonades and other acid drinks 40 
popular in America, and even carbonated 
waters, often contain lead. This, comes 
not only from: metal utensils used in pre- 
aring the drinks, but alao as impurities 
in tartaric acid and in carbon dioxide 
gas; and eyen in minute quantity taken 
often may be a real danger, as lead tends 
to accumulate in the tissues of the body 
until it causes illness or even death. 


Copper was found in nearly all canned 
green. vegetables, ita use for tinting such 
products being unphatesly condemned.
